| The Prussiau forces engaged in the action
numbered 60,000. The men were under
| the command of General Steinmetz.
The Freveh army was commanded by
| Marghal Bazuine. The pumber of troops
engaged bas not been ascertained. The fire
from the French infantry and artillery was
| terrific, but the Prussian troeps never for an
iustant wavered, but followed up every ad-
| vantage, under a verfeet bail of shot and
| shell from the encmy, and finally, after a
[lmrd fought and bluody struggle, succeeded
I in breakiog the French lines, when a general

panic epsued in the French ranks and the
troope under Marshal Bozaise were driven
in great confusion into Meiz, while one corps
retreated vpoa Verdun,

DEATE orF ApMIRAL FArRAGUT.—Admi-
ral David Glascoe Farragut, of the United
States Navy, died st Portemouth, New
Hampshire, at 12 o’clock, on SBunday, Aug.
14th, in the sixty-ninth year of his age.—

the 6th of July, 1801 ; made his first ernise
in the famous frigate Essex ; saw service on
the South American coast ; in September,
1855, was prometed to the rank of Captain,
took charge of the squadron for the capture
of New Orleans ; was made Rear Admiral
July 11, 1862, and in 1864 was made Vice
Admiral, and sabsequently was promoted
to the rank of Admiral.
